To  the  close  of  another  Conference  Year  God 
has  brou2-ht  us  on  our  way,  and  in  pr^s anting 
this,  our  seccHid  annual  report  of  the  work 
of  the  Atlantic  Mission  Conference,  we  desire 
to  express  our  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for 
health  and  strength  and  a  disposition  to  do 
His  will. 

Although  the  yQar  with  its  work  has  not 
been  i*s  satisfactory  as  we  have  wished,  and 
although  the  financial  stringency  of  the 
country  has  been  felt  no-wriere  in  the  south 
more  severely  than  within  our  bounds,  v/e  can, 
nevertheless,  cry  with  the  Psalmist  "Bless 
the  Lord,  Oh  J  my  soiaL,  and  all  that  is  within 
me  bliss  his  holy  name."
